Has Control of Hearst Millions 


LOS AXGELES— (AP)—A paper supposedly giving former Act- 


ress Marion Davies voting control of Publisher William Randolph 
Hearst's enterprises "has no more effect than If It never existed," spe- 
cial administrators of his estate contend. 


Reports have 
been published 


here that Miss Davies and Hearst 
signed an agreement Nov. 6, 1950, 
under which they were to be the 
only two trustees In a voting trust 
for the stock of the Hearst Corp., 
holding company for the publish- 
er's vast enterprises. 


.Agreement Term* 


Under the agreement, Hearst 


and Miss Davies supposedly pool- 
ed their stock for voting purposes 
and In the event of the death of 
either, the other should vote the 
entire stock for his or her lifetime, 
said Ihe published reports. 


Hearst owned the cnlire 100,000 


shares of Hearst Corp. common 
stock and 170,000 shares of pre- 
ferred, with Miss Davies owning 
30,000 shares of preferred stock.

bitterly rejected the allied re- 
ply on an alleged Keasong 
neutrality violation but, at the 
same time, left the door open 
to a possible resumption of 
the Korean armistice talks.

to "murder" the Communist dele- 
gation at the Kaesong conference 
.site. 


Called "Lies" 


Gen. Mntihew B. Ridgway, su- 


preme United Nation* commander. 
told them Saturday their charges 
were "malicious lies" but that he 
was willing- to resume th« armis- 
tice effort. 


In a reply broadcast early today 


by the Peiping radio. North Ko- 
rean Premier Kim II Sung and 
Chinc.se Red Gen. Peng Teh-Hual 
said Ridgway's statement wa» "en- 
tirely unsatisfactory." 


They accused him of manufac-

U. S. Can't Afford to Relax 'Get 


Tough With Russia' Policy 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Climax of the "Get Tough 


with Russia policy should come soon. On half a dozen fronts, 
relations between the United States and Soviet Russia seem 
headed for a showdown and a new perspective. 


Japanese peace treaty signing at San Francisco and 


cease fire negotiations at Kaesong head the list. 


In a secondary role are American notifications on ter- 


mination of "most favored nation" trade and tariff conces- 
sions to Iron Curtain countries. This relationship has al- 
ready been ended with Romania. It will take effect against 
Soviet Russia on Dec. 23, Poland Jan. 5 and Hungary the fol- 
lowing July 5. 
• • • 


Severance of trade relations with Czechoslovakia will be 


taken up in an international conference at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, in September. 


Soviet Russia declares this is an act directed toward a 


further deterioration of American-Russian relations. The 
Soviet government tries to put full blame for this on the 
United States. 


President Truman says he will send another message to 


Nicolai Shvernik, Russia's titular president, trying to force 
its publication behind the Iron Curtain. This will be a fol- 
low-up on the first success of. forcing Russian distribution 
of the congressional resolution which reaffirmed friendship 
of the American jmoplfe'f or the Russian people. 


Negotiations overf the settlement of Russia's long de- 


linquent lend lease account are resumed at Russia's surpris- 
ing request: 'This" and the publication in Russia of a new 
English edition Moscow-News, filled with words of peaceful 
intent, are belied by the bitter outpourings of anti-American 
hatred at the Soviet zone youth rally in Berlin. 
• 
• • 


Anyone trying to make sense out of all these contradic- 


tions is confronted again by the old Russian enigma wrapped 
in mystery. A world grown weary and wiser by repeated 
Russian double crosses doubts that these developments mean 
Russia wants peace. 


They could mean that Russia is muddying up the record 


in preparation for some new aggression. Playing it safe, they 
probably mean that the cold war was to continue unabated. 


If this is the prospect, then the course of the United 


States should be clear. It is to continue the tough policy. 
This is no time to ease up in response to some faint hope 
that the Communists have peaceful intentions. If the get- 
tough policy has brought Russia to this point, more of the 
same should move that point farther along.

Here there enters the picture of an American contradic- 


tion. On the one side is a group of eight Republican senators 
issuing a report on the firing of General MacArthur. They 
call for no appeasement in Korea. They want the war car- 
ried clear to the Yalu. They talk tough. 


But other Congressmen and Senators, Democrats and 


Republicans alike, act soft. They propose to cut down the 
Voice of America. They propose to cut American economic 
aid for the counties resisting communism. Some would even 
alow down American defense preparations, stretching the ef- 
fort over a longer period of time. Thus would they sabotage 
the bulwarks of American'anti-communist policy. 
•

• 


Russia was forced to published the,congressional reso- 


lution of friendship for the Soviet people because the Voice 
of America had been beaming it constantly behind the cur- 
tain. Economic aid for countries outside the curtain is in- 
tended to build up their own arms-making capacity. Slowing 
down U. S. defense would be suicidal. 


. This is no time for cutting back or easing off. This is no 


time for failing to do any of the things that will help keep 
America tough,, with any necessary sacrifices in taxes or 
prices or wages or rents or profits to give America a sound 
economy.

The United States doesn't have to retreat in .any way 


to show Russia and to show the world that it wants peace. 
As far back as 1946, the United States offered Russia a 
broad conference to discuss credits, a treaty of friendship, 
commerce and navigation, an exchange of aviation rights, 
expansion of trade, settlement of lend lease, world control of 
atomic energy and a sharing of its secrets. 


Russia turned them down. Instead of promoting trade 


between-the two countries, Russia has wanted to buy only 
machinery to build up its war potential, not consumer goods 
to raise the standard of living for its people. And Russia has 
wanted to sell only soft goods—luxuries like furs and caviar 
—instead of the metals and raw materials America could use 
to make more consumer goods for Russians. 


In the approaching showdown, Russia can have peace if 


she wants it. As President Truman points out in his letter 
to congress, if the Soviet wants to make progress toward 
peace, she should quit flouting the authority of the United 
Nations, cease subversion and stop violating fundamental hu- 
man rights. 


Pardon Us Haiti 


A reporter just back from Haiti said the Haitians were 


disturbed because the post of U. S. ambassador has been 
vacant for eight months. He asked President Truman if he 
planned an appointment soon. 


Cheerily, the president responded that he's named an 


ambassador the day before. But when he was asked for the 
man's name, Mr. Truman said he couldn't remember.

Miss Key Plays by Arguing

Bridge players find the funniest 


thing to argue about. The de- 
fenders in today's hand, for ex 
ample, talked themselves hoarse 
on what seemed to be a fine point 
of defense. The trouble is that 
they both missed the sure-fire 
play. 


West opened the queen of dia- 


monds, and South won with the 
ace. He entered dummy with the 
king of clubs to lead a heart. When 
East played low. South finessed 
the nine of hearts. This lost to 
West's ten, and South had to ruff 
the diamond return. 


Declarer remembered that the 


ten of clubs had dropped under 
dummy's king, so he hopefully laid 
down the ace of,clubs. When East 
dropped the queen, South drew 
one round of trumps with the ace 
and then led the five of clubs to- 
wards dummy's nine. 


West thought for a second or 


two and then stepped up with the 
jack of clubs. East thought for 
three or four seconds and ruffed 
with the ten of spades in order to 
return a heart through South's 
ace-queen. 


This play didn't work because 


South had the eight of clubs. He 
played the ace of hearts, drew a 
second round Of trumps with his 
king, and then led his established 
eight of clubs. West had to follow 
suit, and dummy discarded the last 
low heart. Th^n South was in po- 
sition to ruff his queen of hearts, 
after which he could afford to give 
up a trump trick to West's queen. 


East defended his ruff and heart 


return by pointing out that it 
would have been the correct play 
if West instead of South happened 
to have the eight of clubs. West 
said he would have returned a club 
if allowed to hold the trick with 
the jack of clubs. 


Then South would have to guess 


a very unusual line of piny to 
make the contract. (He'd have to 
ruff the fourth cl-.ib with the jack 
of spades, lead to the king of 
spades, and then put West in with 
a trump to force a heart return 
up to the ace-queen.)

East can then return any 
card in his hand, and West is 
bound to set the contract with one 
more heart trick and a trump.

Just what 
s this and how serious is it? What 
should be done for such an ail 
ment?"

ng just what a heart murmur is. 


The heart contains four cham- 


bers which are separated from 


h other by partitions or valves. 


Also there are valves which sep- 
arate the heart chambers from 
he large blood vessels into which 
hey empty.

When doctors speak of a leaky 


heart or a heart murmur, there- 
ore, they mean that the valves 
between the heart chambers—or 
setween them and the large blood 
vessels—do not

murmur which can be heard when 
he doctor listens over the heart.

sault aircraft has "tremendous 
possibilities" for transporting both 


v men and equipment into battle. 


The big ships were used to land 


jeeps, howitzers, and other heavy 
equipment during the drops of 6,- 
000 paratroopers and their equip- 
ment in the past two days. All 
the ships landed safely on a make- 
shift landing strip and the air- 
borne infantrymen quickly got 


<Ki the equipment into action. 


In the parachute drop of equip- 


ment, some was badly smashed. 
One paratrooper was killed and 26 
others hospitalized with serious 
injuries during the mass Jumps.

Routinely, a nurse took his 
temperature, got 109 and called for 
a new thermometer. 


Ice bags, oxygen, alcohol spong- 


ings and injections of penicillin, 
streptomycin, terramycln and aul- 
fa were used and after a half-hour 
the doctors got Seiden's tempera- 
ture down to 107. 


It remained there for three 


Q hours, then began to drop some 


more. In 17 hours, It'was back to 
normal. 


The doctors didn't discover the 


cause of the high temperature, but 
their examination showed Seiden 
didn't need the kidney atone oper- 
ation.
